yet expressed an earnest desire to profit by any 
opportunity that might present itself for promoting 
a peaceful settlement of the questions at issue 
between the belligerent Powers. 

We thank Your Majesty for informing us that 
the successes obtained by the Russian Arms having 
convinced the Porte of the desirability of bringing 
hostilities to a cluse, the Government of the Sultan 
addressed to the Neutral Powers, parties to the 
Treaties relating to the Turkish Empire, an appeal | 
for their good offices. 

We humbly thank Your Majesty for informing 
us that, as it did not appear to the majority of those 
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ments of Russia and Turkey, which Your Majesty 
earnestly trusts may lead to a pacific solution of 
the points at issue; and that no efforts on Your 
—" part will be wanting to promote that 
end. 

We thank Your Majesty for informing us that 
hitherto neither Belligerent has infringed the con- 
ditions on which Your Majesty’s Neutrality is 
founded, and that Your Majesty willingly believes 
that both Parties are desirous to respect them, 
so far as it may be in their power. That so long 
as these conditions are not infringed Your Ma- 
jesty’s attitude will continue the same; but that 
Your Majesty cannot be blind to the fact that, 
should hostilities be unfortunately prolonged, 
some unexpected occurrence may render it in- 
cumbent on Your Majesty to adopt measures of 
precaution. That such measures could not be 
effectually taken without adequate preparation, 
and that Your Majesty trusts to the liberality of 
Parliament to supply the means which may be 
requirea for that purpose. 

We humbly thank Your Majesty for directing 
that Papers on these Affairs shall be laid before 
us; and for informing us that Your Majesty’s re- 
lations with all Foreign Powers continue to be 
friendly. 

We humbly join in Your Majesty’s expression 
of thankfulness that the Famine which has ravaged 
Southern Jndia is nearly at an end; and we thank 
Your Majesty for informing us of the strenuous 
and successful exertions made by the Local Go- 
vernments, and powerfully seconded by the liberal 
aid of Your Majesty’s Subjects at Home and in 
the Colonies, to relieve the sufferings of the 
population; and also for the announcement that 
an inquiry will be made as to the best measures 
for dealing with such Calamities in the future. 

We thank Your Majesty for informing us that, 
in consequence of the condition of Native Affairs 
in South Africa, Your Majesty has thought it ex- 
pedient to reinforce the froops in that part of the 
Empire; and we join with Your Majesty in trust- 
ing that a peaceful and satisfactory settlement of 
all differences may shortly be obtained.

Rutherglen, Govan, Partick, Maryhill, Hill- 
head, Crosshill, Kinningpark, Pollockshields, 
and Govan Hill, shall jointly contribute the 
sum of twelve thousand five hundred pounds 
annually towards the cost of maintaining 
the roads, highways, and bridges within the 
counties of Lanark and Renfrew. The said 
sum shall be a charge upon and be paid by 
the said city and the said burghs, in the 
proportion of their respective valuations at 
the commencement of this Act appearing 
as aforesaid, and shall be divisible between 
and be paid to the said counties, or any

Knollys, Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod : 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords, authorised by virtue of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Commissions, for declaring Her Royal Assent 
to several Acts agreed upon by both Houses, and 
for proroguing the present Parliament, desire the 
immediate attendance of this Honourable House in 
the House of Peers, to hear the Commissions read. 

Accordingly Mr. Speaker, with the House, 
went up to the House of Peers, where a Commis- 
sion under the Great Seal was read, giving, de- 
claring, and notifying the Royal Assent to the 
several Acts therein mentioned ; and the Lords, 
thereby authorised, declared the Royal Assent to 
the said Acts, as follow:

And afterwards, Her Majesty’s most gracious Queen's 
Speech was delivered to both Houses of Parlia~ Speech. 
ment by the Lord High Chancellor, in pursuance 
of Her Majesty’s Commands, as followeth : 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


When, in a critical condition of public affairs, 
you assembled at the commencement of the year, 
I pointed out to you that, in the interests of My 
Empire, precautions might become necessary, for

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which I appealed to your liberality to provide. 
At the same time I assured you that no efforts in 
the cause of Peace should be wanting on My part. 

Your response was not ambiguous, and con- 
tributed largely to a pacific solution of the difh- 
culties which then existed. The terms of Agree- 





ment between Russia and the Porte, so far as| 


they affected pre-existing Treaties, were, after an | 
interval of discussion, submitted to a Congress of | 
the Powers; and their Councils have resulted in a 
Peace which I am thankful to believe is satis- 
factory and likely to be durable. The Ottoman | 
Empire has not emerged from a disastrous War | 
without severe loss; but the Arrangements which 
have been made, while favourable to the Subjects 
of the Porte, have secured to it a position of in- 
dependence which can be upheld against aggres- 
sion. 

I have cortcluded a Defensive Convention with 

the Sultan, which has been laid before you. It 
gives, as regards his Asiatic Empire, « more dis- 
tinct expression to the engagements which in| 
winciple I, together with other Powers, accepted 
in 1856, but of which the form has not been found 
practically effectual. The Sultan has, on the 
other hand, bound himself to adopt and carry into 
effect the measures necessary for securing the 
good government of those provinces. In order to 
promote the objects of this Agreement, I have 
undertaken the occupation und administration of 
the Island of Cyprus. 

In aiding to bring about the settlement which 
has taken p'ace, I have been assisted by the dis- 
cipline and high spirit of My Forces by sea and by 
land, by the alacrity with which My Reserves re- 
sponded to My call, by the patriotic offers of Mili- 
tary aid by My People in the Colonies, and by the | 
proud desire of My Jndian Army to be reckoned | 
among the defenders of the British Empire, a| 
desire justified by the soldierly qualities of the 
force recently quartered at Malta. 

The spontaneous offers of Troops made by many 
of the Native Governments in Jrdia were very 
gratifying to Me, and I recognise in them a fresh 
manifestation of that feeling towards My Crown 
and Person which has been displayed in many 
previous instances. 

My relations with all Foreign Powers continue 
to be friendly. 

Although the condition of affairs in South Africa 
still affords some ground for anxiety, I have learnt 
with satisfaction from the reports of My Civil and 
Military Officers that the more serious disturbances 
which had arisen among the native population on 
the frontiers of the Cape Colony are now termi- 
nated.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

The Act which has been passed for amending 
and greatly simplifying the tow relating to Fac- 
tories and Workshops will, I trust, still further 
secure the health and education of those who are 
employed in them. 

I have had much pleasure in giving My assent 
to a Measure relating to the Contagious Bisesate 
of Cattle, which, by affording additional securities 
against the introduction and spread of those dis- 


| eases, will tend to encourage the breeding of Live 


Stock in the Country and to increase the supply of 
food to My People. 

You have amended the Law as to Highways in 
a manner which cannot but improve their classifi- 
cation and management, and at the same time 
relieve inequalities in the burden of their mainte- 
nance, 

I trust that advantage will be taken of the 
means which you have provided for dividing 


Bishoprics in the more populous Districts of the 
Country, and thus increasing the efficiency of the 
Church. 

I anticipate the best results from the wise 
arrangements which you have made for the en- 
couragement of Intermediate Education in Jre- 
land. 

The Measure for Amending and Consolidating 
the Public Health Laws in that Country is well 
calculated to promote the important object at 
which it aims. 

The Measure passed in regard to Roads and 
Bridges in Scotland and for the abolition of Tolls 
will greatly improve the management of Highways 
in that part of the United Kingdom ; while the Acts 


| relating to Education and to Endowed Schools and 


Hospitals cannot fail to extend the benefits of 
Education and improve the Administration of 
Charitable Endowments in that Country. 

In bidding you farewell, I pray that the blessing 
of Almighty God may rest on your recent labuurs 
and accompany you in the discharge of all your 
duties.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


By virtue of Her Majesty’s Commission, under 
the Great Seal, to us and other Lords directed,
